l-S.  and  Industrial  tlraberland  owners  to  restore  their  forests  and  use  them 
1^-  to  the  fullest  advantage,  One  of  the  main  purposes  of  our  national 

forests  is  to  serve  as  demonstration  areas  showing  how  forest  restoration
